NEW YORK, (lh) — Champion Joe 


Louis, betting favorite, held a five and 
three-quarter pound advantage over 
challenger Max Schmeling of Germany 
today when they were examined for 
tonight’s 15 round heavyweight title 
fignt at Yankee Stadium. 

Louis weighed 198 3-4 pounds; 
Schmeling 193. 

Despite cloudy, oppressive weather 
and a forecast of “possible showers” 
between sundown and midnight, pro- 
moter Mike Jacobs said the fight would 
be held, although it might start half 
hour earlier in case of rain. In case 
postponement is necessary, the fight 
will take place tomorrow. 

With the fight only a few hours 
away Louis still was a decided favor- 
ite. He was held at 1 to 2 and it was 
predicted that he would go to 1 to 3 or 
thereabouts. 

Schmeling, simply bursting at the 
seams with good health and confi- 
dence.. came to New York last night by 
airplane. His pilot, in this surprise 
junket, was Dick Merrill. His contract 
with promoter Make Jacobs ruled out 
air trips, but Jacobs, probably figuring 
that anybody who could fly Harry 
Richman across the Atlantic without 
mishap could fly anything. anywhere, 
had okayed it. 

Louis, a rustic at heart, did not 
break camp until the middle of this 
morning. Then. with police escort si- 
rens screaming. he sneaked into town 
in time for the weighing in. 

For reasons that even they cannot 
explain. the critics have overwhelm- 
ingly picked Louis to win. The fact 
that in their first meeting Joe wound 
up on his trousers in the first round, 
bothered them not one bit. By a 2 to 1 
margin the critics (same as newspa- 
permen) chose him to retain the title.

Speeding through the night early 
Sunday, the deluxe limited of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, St. Paul and Pacific 
Railroad rolled out on the trestle 
across Custer Creek, in the summer 
a listless stream twisting through the 
arid range country of eastern Mon- 
tana. The trestle had been crossed 
shortly before by a track walker and 
was in good repair, But soon after the 
inspection a tremendous cloudburst 
occurred up-country. A 15-foot wall 
of water roared down on the trestle 
undermining its pilings just a few 
minutes before the heavy steel train 
started across it. 

The immense locomotive and_ six 
coaches plunged into the swirling tor- 
rent. Passengers in the forward day 
coach and tourist sleepers were ab- 
ruptly awakened only to die a few min- 
utes later, helplessly trapped. 

The coroner’s jury said in its ver- 
dict: 

“The victims came to their deaths 
in Prairie County. Montana. between 
the hours of 12 midnight, June 18, and 
one a. m., June 19, 1938. The death: 
were caused by derailment of train No. 
15 on the Milwaukee Railroad at Cus- 
ter Creek Bridge. during the flood- 
waters in Custer Creek.” 

Where on the night of the wreck 
Custer Creek had been a raging tor- 
rent as deep as a Pullman car, to- 
day it ran at a depth of eight inches. 
But thousands of tons of silt had been 
removed, banks had been torn away, 
and the sleeper stil unraised settled 
deeper.

Approximately 16,744,000 workers are 
covered by the unemployment insur- 
ance. laws of the states now paying 
benefits and 2,000,000 more wiil be ad- 
ded when Michigan, Iowa and South 
Carolina launch their benefit pro- 
grams on July 1. 

All states now have unemployment 
insurance laws operating in conform- 
ity with the federal social security act. 
Contributions to the state’s unempioy - 
ment trust fund must accumulat2 for - 
a period of two years before benefit 
payments begin.
